Co mplaint Alleg es That Girl Was 
Giv en Stry chnine Instead 
Of 
Calo mel Tablets 


C. M. Geo rg e, lo cal atto rney , 
Mo nday filed a mal-practice su it 
in the 
Henry 
co u nty 
co u rt 
ag ainst Dr. Max 
C. Barrett o f 
Knig htsto wn, 
in which 
a de­ 
mand was made fo r $10,000. The 
plaintiff in the case is Lo u ise Ar­ 
no ld, the twelv e-y ear o ld dau g h­ 
ter o f Oler Arno ld, a well kno wn 
Ru sh co u nty farmer. 
The su it was filed thro u g h the 
father o f the child. The Arno ld 
family liv es between Carthag e 
and Charlo ttsv ille in Ru sh co u n­ 
ty . Last March 2, Dr. Barrett was 
called fro m Knig htsto wn to a t­ 
tend the child which seemed to be 
su ffering fro m a slig ht abdo min­ 
al ailment. Dr. Barrett, acco rding 
to the co mplaint, is alleg ed to 
hav e left so me tablets fo r the 
child to take say ing that it was 
calo mel. 
The directio ns left by the phy ­ 
sician were fo llo wed, the child 
taking six o f the tablets 
and 
thirty minu tes later six mo re. 
After the seco nd do se, acco rding 
to the co mplaint, the child be­ 
came su ddenly and v io lently ill. 
Dr. Barrett was ag ain called bu t 
was no t in his o ffice at the time. 
It dev elo ped that the child was 
su ffering fro m stry chnine po is­ 
o ning , the actio n charg es. 
The co mplaint alleg es that Dr. 
Barrett g av e the child by mis­ 
take, stry chnine instead o f calo ­ 
mel and as a resu lt its heart, 
kidney s and entire nerv o u s sy s­ 
tem has been impaired by the 
po iso n. Damag es in the su m o f 
$10,000 are asked. 
Stry chnine tablets and calo mel 
tablets, acco rding to Mr. Geo rg e, 
are v ery similar in appearance, 
co lo r and size. An Indianapo lis 
chemist is said to hav e made an 
analy sis o f the tablets g iv en the 
child and pro no u nced it stry ch­ 
nine, it was u ndersto o d.

are the im portan t people right now, in this jou r­ 
nalistic sense? 
Stu dents of jou rnalism in N orthw estern U ni­ 
versity, who m ay or m ay not b e right ab ou t it 
voted the other day on a list of m en and wom ­ 
en rated m ost im portant in world news. 
They 
placed first am ong m en Col. Lindb erg and H en­ 
ry Ford, and first am ong women, Qu een M arie 
of R ou m ania. 
Lower down the list cam e President Coolidge, 
M u ssolini, the Prince of Wales, M ayor Thom pson, 
Thom as A. Edison, G ene Tu nney, Gov. Sm ith, 
and Bab e R u th, for the m en; and for the women 
Mrs. Coolidge, R u th Elder, Helen Wills and Jane 
Addams. 
Some editors wou ld agree and some wou ld 
rearran ge the list and insert other nam es. 
I t ’s 
all a m atter of opinion. 
W hich is a good thing, 
m aking diversity in new spapers. 
Tom orrow fate or chance m ay erase some or 
all of these nam es, and b ring in an entirely new 
set. 


the appropriation for police. 
As a resu lt, the 
city’s force is not strong enou gh to do the work 
it shou ld. 
W hen su fficient m en are assigned to 
the jqb of preventing crim e and catching crooks, 
the traffic force is crippled; m any lives aré lost 
on the streets, traffic moves slowly and the b u s­ 
iness m en lose money. W hen extra police are 
transferred to the traffic squ ad, there are not 
enou gh left to prevent crim e; holdu ps b reak ou t, 
rob b eries and b u rglaries b ecome common and the 
city, again, is the loser. 


It is the sam e in other b ranches of m u nicipa 
governm ent.

su lt, m any streets are in atrociou s condition, anc 
every m otorist in the city pays the price in re ­ 
pair b ills. 
Economy in governm ent is a m u ch-to-b e-de­ 
sired goal. 
Bu t we shou ld never m ake the m is­ 
take of b eing parsim oniou s. 
Som etim es the mos 
econom ical thing a city or state can do is to 
spend lavishly. 


ECONOMY AND PARSIMONY 
Now tha t the federal governm ent has spent 
the last half dozen years showing the way in 
economy, variou s state and 
city 
governm ents 
have cau ght the fever and arc b eginning to try to 
see if they, too, cannot b egin to save the taxpay ­ 
ers a-d ollar-or tw o now and then. 
S tate and city expenditu res, w ith negligib le 
exceptions, have b een skyrocketing in this cou n­ 
try for years. 
Politicians have u su ally shown 
them selves u nab le, or u nw illing, to condu ct gov­ 
ernm ent affairs as they wou ld condu ct their own 
b u sinesses. 
And the poor taxpayer has b een tne 
goat. 
At the sam e tim e, the economy wave tha t 
is now sweeping the cou ntry is not in every case 
proving b eneficial. 
Economy in governm ent is not to b e confu s­ 
ed w ith parsim ony. 
There is an economy tha t 
really saves money, and there is also an economy 
tha t is costiy and w astefu l; and som etim es, in 
ou r haste to get the form er, we get the latter. 
T here is a certain large city in the middle 
west tha t is trying valiently to live w ithin its in ­ 
come. 
It keeps its b u dget as low as possib le, and 
am ong the item s tha t are shaved to the b one is

The suit was filed through the 


father of the child. The Arnold 
family lives between Carthage 
and Charlotts ville in Rush coun- 
ty. Last March 2, Dr. Barrett was 
called from Knightstown to at- 
tend the child which seemed to be 
suffering from a slight abdomin- 
al ailment. Dr. Barrett, according 
to the complaint, is alleged to 
have left some tablets for the 
child to take saying that it was 
calomel. 


The directions left by the phy- 


sician were followed, the child 
taking six of the tablets 
and 


thirty minutes later six more. 
After the second dose, according 
to the complaint, the child be- 
came suddenly and violently ill. 
Dr. Barrett was again called but 
was not in his office at the time. 
It developed that the child was 
suffering from strychnine pois- 
oning, the action charges. 


The complaint alleges that Dr. 


Barrett gave the child by mis- 
take, strychnine instead of calo- 
mel and as a result its heart, 
kidneys and entire nervous sys- 
tem has been impaired by the 
poison. Damages in the sum of 
~$IO,~000 are risked. 
Strychnine tablets and calomel 


tablets, according to Mr. George, 
are very similar in appearance, 
color and size. An Indianapolis 
chemist is said to have made an 
analysis of the tablets given the 
child and pronounced it strych- 
nine, it was understood.

Cleveland, April 17—<U.R>—Busi- 


ness interst of Chicago have op- 
enly admitted that water divert- 
ed from the Great Lakes was for 
power purposes and not for na- 
vigation, Herman L. Ekern, for- 
mer attorney general of Wiscon- 
sin, charged in addressing the 
Cleveland chamber of commerce 
today. 


Ekern criticized William R. 


Dawes, president of the Chicago 
association of commerce, who, he 
said, has declared Chicago wants 
to divert waters of Lake Michi- 
gan into the Mississippi river for 
power purposes. 


"If there has been any real 


demand for this water for/navi- 
gation, the state of Illinois has 
signally failed to meet it," Ekern 
continued.

THOSE IN THE PUBLIC EYE 


Newspaper people tend to gauge the "impor- 


tance" of things and people by their news value. 
The two terms may not be really synonymous, but 
for practical purposes the newspaper profession 
is obliged to treat them as if they were. 


The men and women who are "good copy" 


•who are given liberal space and big headlines, 
may prove to be of very little importance in his- 
tory. But, today, for any one of the thousand 
reasons, they may be supremely important, be- 
cause millions are interested in them and their 
doings. It is an ephemeral and superficial stan- 
dard, but inevitable. 


So much for the philosophy of it. Who, then, 


are the important people right now, in this jour- 
nalistic sense? 


Students of journalism in Northwestern Uni- 


versity, who may or may not be right about it 
voted the other day on a list of men and wom- 
en rated most important in world news. They 
placed first among men Col. Lindberg and Hen- 
ry Ford, and first among women, Queen Marie 
of Koumania. 


Lower down the list came President Coolidge, 


Mussolini, the Prince of Wales, Mayor Thompson, 
Thomas A. Edison, Gene Tunney, Gov. Smith, 
and Babe Ruth, for the men; and for the. women 
Mrs. Coolidge, Ruth Elder, Helen Wills and Jane 
Addams. 


Some editors would agree and some would 


rearrange the list and insert other names. It's 
all a matter of opinion. Which is a good thing, 
making diversity in newspapers. 


Tomorrow fate or chance may crass some or 


all of these names, and bring in an entirely new 
set. 


ECONOMY AND PARSIMONY 


"Now that the federal government has spent 


the last half dozen years showing the way in 
economy, various state and city governments 
have caught the fever and are beginning to try to 
see if they, too, cannot begin to save the taxpay- 
ers . a-dollar- or iwo .now and then. 


§tate and city expenditures, with negligible 


exceptions, have been skyrocketing in this coun- 
try for years. Politicians have usually shown 
themselves unable, or unwilling, to conduct gov- 
ernment affairs as they would conduct their own 
businesses. And the poor taxpayer has been the 
goat. 


At the same time, the economy wave that 


is now sweeping the country is not in every case 
proving beneficial. 
. . 


Economy in government is not to be confus- 


ed with parsimony. There is an economy that 
really saves money, and there is also an economy 
that is costly and wasteful; and sometimes, in 
our haste to get the former, we get the latter. 


There is a certain large city in the middle 


west that is trying valiently to live within its in- 
come. It keeps its budget as low as possible, and 
among the items that are shaved to the bone is 


the appropriation for police. As a result, the 
city's force is not strong enough to do the work 
it should. When sufficient men are assigned to 
the job of preventing crime and catching crooks 
the traffic force is crippled; many lives are lost 
on the streets, traffic moves slowly and- the bus- 
iness men lose money. When extra police are 
transferred to the traffic squad, there are not 
enough left to prevent crime; holdups break out, 
robberies and burglaries become common and the 
city, again, is the loser. 


It is the same in other branches of municipal 


government. Expenditures on the water supply 
system are kept down; some day there will be a 
serious breakdown, extremely costly to fix. The 
street paving budget is sharply pruned; as a re- 
sult, many streets are in atrocious condition, and 
every motorist in the city pays the price in re- 
pair bills. 


Economy in government is a much-to-be-de- 


sired goal. But we should never make the mis- 
take of being parsimonious. Sometimes the most 
economical thing a city or state can do is to 
spend lavishly.

The great public interest in transatlantic 


flights such as that of Bremen is a splendid 
symptom.

was out over the Atlantic, telephones in news- 
paper ofiices rang constantly as readers called 
up" to see if any news of the flyers had been re- 
ceived. The three aviators v/ere the objects of 
public'sympathy and hope throughout the coun- 
try 
Men and women everywhere were praying 


for them, paying tribute to their gallantry and 
daring. 


It is good for us to be lifted out of our shells 


in that way occasionally.

ments of stolen property is one 
proposal that should be expected 
in the general opposition to plac-

While centralized federal 
authority weakens local state 
jesponsibility, there are a few 
things which the states find it 
practically impossible to do. One 
is to efficiently combat inter- 
state transportation of stolen 
goods, and "fences." Vast quan- 
tities of valuables are _ stolen in 
one state, carted to another and 
sold to "fences" from which they 
are distributed throughout wide 
areas. Coping with that situation 
is no one-state affair. It involves 
investigations and getting testi- 
mony in several states. The pro- 
cess is cumbersome and expen- 
sive. and conflict of jurisdiction 
opens many avenues of escape 
lor the 
Crime and. theft 


punishment, would make our 
country safer for the honest, 
law-abiding citizen.
